BRYAN STATES 


HIS POSITION. 


What He Holds to Be Legitimate Expan- 
sion of the United States. 

Kansas City, Jan. 15.—W. J. Bryan 
passed through Kansas City Saturday 
for Columbia, Mo. Asked about his 
Minneapolis interview in which he was 
reported as expressing views favorable 
to expansion, Bryan said: “I have for 
one year been discussing imperialism, 
and I have tried to distinguish between 
such anextension of the nation’s limits 


as would not change the character of 
the government, and an expansion 


which converts a homogenous republic 
into a heterogenous empire. When the 
annexation of any given territory is 
under consideration, the question is, 
first. whether the people want to come 
in, and second, whether the people are 
capable of sharing in the government 
and destiny of this nation. 

“T believe that all people are capable 
of governing themselves; but I do not 
sufficiently. ad- 
vanced to share with us in the govern- 
ment of the nation. If the Philippine 
islands are annexed the people there 
must be citizens or subjects. I am not 


willing to admit them as citizens, and 
do not believe that a republic can 


have subjects, therefore, I want this, 
nation to give them indepel idence and 
then protect them from outside inter- 


_ference.’’ 


Columbia, Mo., Jan. 15.—Colonel 
Bryan addressed .an audience of over 
1,000 people at the University chapel. 
He was accorded an ovation at the 
conclusion of his address. After the 
address he was the guest of honor at 
a dollar dinner given by the Century 
elub. Here he made a. brief speech 
along political lines. When asked re- 
garding the report to the effect that he 
had changed his views on the matter 
of free wool importation and had as- 
serted that in behalf of western deal- 
ers and manufacturers he would, if 
elected president, favor a tarjff on 
wool. Bryan stated most emphatically 
that he wished to deny all such _ re- 
ports and that he had made no state- 
ment whatever to the effect that he 
had changed his former views on the 
question.
